Retail food stores do not feel that a change in the 
fast and abstinence regulations will affect the buying 
of traditional Lenten products. 
Thursday the Roman Catholic church eased these 
ancient laws making' them applicable only to .Ash Wednes­ 
day and good. Friday. 
A spokesman* for the chancery office of the Phila­ 
delphia dioceses said that additional information from 
the Vatican on the new promulgations had not yet 
arrived. 
He said that there will be other regulations which 
local bishops in US dioceses will have authority to adopt 
if they ;so desire. 
It w as feared that the liberalization of the fast law 
would affect the buying of fish, dairy products, and 
spaghetti and macaroni, but local food stores disagree. 
Charles Tornabene, owner of the Tornabene Seafood 
market, 14 South Charlotte street, said that he was 
worried at. first, but now does not think the le w laws 
will hurt business. 
"People who take advantage of 'the rule never eat 
much fish anyway," said Tornabene. 


He explained that the people who eat fish, eat it 
not because they are Catholic but because they like it. 
"Seafood has a great nutritional value," he said, 
“it leads to a better balanced diet, and people like a 
varied diet." 
Tornabene said business is at its best from Septem ber 
through May, and that it increases somewhat during the 
Lenten period. 
"People are used to having fish," he summed up, 
"and we have a good clientele, so this law will only 
affect us a little, if at all." 
D. C. McCaffrey, office m anager at Conte Luna 
Foods incorporated, Norristown, m akers of spaghetti and 
m acaroni products, does not, think (hat the changes will 
m ake a difference in business. 
"Lent occurs during the peak of our season," he said, 
“ and if we have to, we will make an extra effort through 
advertising to increase our sales." 
Peter Torrieri, one of the principals in the Torrieri 
Myers Advertising firm in Baltimore, Md., the adver­ 
tisers for Conte Luna, described the new ruling as a 
“ liberalization of restrictions we had before.” 
'Torrieri, said that he did not expect any of the firm ’s

Serving The Consumer 
^lO R E than 70 million persons in our 
country have fulltime jobs, Together 
with their fa mi lies, this group com: prises an 
overwhelming' proportion of our 'population. 
These workers, together with the retired 
workers: are also the greater portion of the 
consumers. That which best serves the con­ 
sumer is always the best economic policy. 
Business does not exist for the purpose 
of supplying jobs and earning profits for 
stockholders, but rather for the purpose 
of supplying the needs and wants of 
consumers. 
If it keeps this objective uppermost and 
operates efficiently and economically, it 
will succeed. Its success also means good 
jobs and prosperity for the workers. 
* • • 
When industry and workers, however, are 
misled into thinking jobs, wages and profits 
should come ahead of the interest of the 
consumer, business will decline, joba will bt 
fewer, and wages and profits smaller. 
Higher wage scales with fewer em­ 
ployed and greater subsidies for the idle 
may stave this off for a time, but such 
policies bring more inflation and even­ 
tual defeat and disaster for any type of 
economic planning which does not re- 
cogittie the supremacy of the interest of 
the consumer. 
Serve the consumer better and consump­ 
tion expands, supplying more jobs, better 
wages, and better profits. Neglect the in­ 
terest of the consumer and the reverse takes 
place. 


_ The' phenomenon of automation, illustrates 
this principle. There is great fear that auto­ 
mation will reduce the number of jobs. 
This is not true, however, if the principle 
of recognizing that the interest of the con­ 
sumer is paramount, is recognized. For in­ 
stance, our country has had a greater degree 
of automation than any other, and yet the 
number of jobs has not decreased. 
There are more people working in the 
United States than at any previous time 
in spite of the fact that automation has 
been more highly developed here than 
elsewhere. 
If the economies resulting from auto­ 
mation are passed on to the consumer in the 
form of lower prices, the market is widened, 
more sales are made, and more men are 
needed in good jobs to meet the increased 
demand. This has always been, the history 
of automation in a reasonably free market. 
The coming of the typewriter eliminated 
the jobs of many clerks who wrote by hand, 
but the expansion of business soon provided 
more jobs for typists than formerly for hand- 
writers. There has been a great deal of 
automation in the telephone industry, yet 
because of cheaper and better service the 
number of employes has steadily and rapidly 
increased. 
This should lead, to some thought of 
Capitalism vs. Socialism 
(CAPITALISM and the market economy 
afford the greatest freedom of choice 
for the individual to select the goods and ser­ 
vices he desires, and it will make available 
to him a far greater quantity of these desir­ 
able things than any other known, economic 
system., 
In the face of this proven record, in many 
lands and throughout centuries of history, it 
is more than curious, even tragic, than the 
demand for more socialism continues un­ 
abated around the world, including our own 
country. 
If any people ought to be aware of the 
benefits of capitalism and the market econo­ 
my. it is ¡surely the American people. 
But in spite of the greatest demonstra­ 
tion in the history of the world, the demand 
for more socialism in our country seems in­ 
satiable. 


In Debt 
J^I\ ING within one s income is something 
of a problem to most of us. but we have 
to do it—if we want, to keep out of the bank­ 
ruptcy courts—even, though it means doing 
without many things we’d like to have. 
It’s high time the federal government took 
note of this simple truism. 
The government has lived within its in­ 
come just six times in the last 35 years. It 
is more than $400 billion in debt—and that 
debt is an obligation against every man, 
woman and child in this country.

Rejected by Unions

AFL-CIO construction, unions, 
under White House fire for “in­ 
flationary” wage increases, re­ 
jected Thursday a federal pro­ 
posal aimed at limiting wage 
demands. 
President C. J. Haggerty of 
the AFL-CIO Construction and 
Build ing Trades De part, men! 
said, the plan proposed secretly 
several weeks ago by Secretary 
of Labor W. Willard Wilt* was 
unanimously slapped down by 
the presidents of the 18 unions 
of the department, representing 
some 3.5 million workers. 
“We unanimously agree that 
the plan supported by Secretary 
of Labor Wilts is unworkable 
and we therefore are unable to 
accept, it,” the union chiefs said 
in a statement. 
Haggerty said he believed 
that Wirtz had proposed the 
plan for a national labor-man- 
agement council to settle con­ 
tract disputes “with the White 
H o u s e ' s 
approval 
and 
knowledge.’’'• * 9 
H a g g e r t y , who earlier 
charged the government with 
using racial discrimination pro­ 
ceedings against the unions as a 
means of pressure on the wage 
proposal, said he did not know 
whether the unions could expect 
further retaliation, from, the ad­ 
ministration.. 
“W* don’t think retalia,tin. is 
justified,” Haggerty said. 
The Johnson administration, 
increasingly concerned about 
inflation, had singled out the 
construction industry for special 
criticism of excessive wage and 
price increases.,. 
Haggerty said it wax possible 
that rejection of the plan could 
cause stronger consideration by 
the White House of mandatory 
wage-price controls. 
Haggerty and the 18 construc­ 
tion union presidents said they 
would go along with such ex­ 
traordinary federal controls if 
they «ere applied a c r o s s the 
board to wages, prices and prof­ 
its.But they said they could not 
go along with a wage control 
proposal applied only to them. 
Although the Wirtz proposal 
did not specifically mention 
compulsory settlements, limit­ 
ing wage demands,' Haggerty 
■aid it would have had that ef­ 
fect.In, addition., the construction 
union presidents said there are 
more than 8.000 local unions and 
that it would be virtually impos­ 
sible to impose a national con­ 
tract settlement plan.

Furthermore, they said, fed­ 
eral, labor laws already have 
"'"weakened 
the * disciplinan' 
powers of the internationals'* 
over their local affiliates. 
They said White House wage 
guidelines aimed at limiting 
wage increases to 3.2 per cent a 
year cannot be applied to the 
construction industry. They said 
even if President Johnson’s eco­ 
nomic advisers were accurate 
in reporting a 4.1 per cent, wage 
boost for construction workers 
“the actual increase in annual 
income would be considerably 
below the 3.2 per cent guide­ 
line.”

We could always 
tell when the food budget was low, for then 
mother baked bread with yeast she made 
herself. On rare occasions of extravagance 
she might buy a 
cake of Fleisehman’s yeast. 
Hot bread right out of the oven—it, waa de­ 
licious! The grocery clerk called and 'took 
your order. I think his name was Ladner. 
Later he delivered it. In the World War One 
period when the food administration published 
fair price lists, they divided the prices “cash 
and carry” and "credit and delivery.” The 
spread between the two underscored the big 
cost of extra service and grocery delivery 
today is a rare luxury. . . .

FRITZ’S grocery store at High anil 
York streets, was one of the large food 
emporiums. He at one time was burgess 
of Pottstown. There was no wealth of 
packaged goods. Beans, peas, rice, cof­ 
fee, prunes and the like came in bulk. 
An adjunct of every grocery store was 
the roaloil pump: the sophisticated called 
it kerosene. It was. used in the lamps.. 
With the advent of the automobile a pump 
was added for gasoline. I am told the 
earliest supply of gasoline was pur­ 
chased at the drugstore, then as now 
market place for more miscellany than 
pharma,ceutirals. ., . .

* THE MOLASSES barrels were standard 
with a syrup ranging from a tangy black to 
a more refined light yellow. Thert was a 
crank that released the slow stream into 
buckets supplied by the customers. The 
sweet substance was spread on buttered 
bread, fried mush, pancakes and used in a 
pie called “poor man’s pie.” Some atores 
roasted, their own coffee and every store had 
a. big coffee grimier. The housewife' bought, 
the whole coffee beans and ground it as need­ 
ed in a hand operated grinder. Auchenbach’s 
was then the big wholesale grocery distribu­ 
tor. Their warehouse was across from the 
Reading station. In those days when there 
were often shutdowns in the puddling and 
steel mills the grocery store, there were 
many small ones, was a sort of philantrophy 
that was called upon to give credit until the 
customer got back to - work. And I under­ 
stand that at the turn of the century that 
credit was seldom abused. Despite the limi­ 
tations of a coal-burning stove in the kitchen 
in old Pottstown the housewife majored in 
the culinary arts. Vegetables, often from 
the kitchen garden, were canned. Berries 
and fruits were made into jams and jellies. 
Sauerkraut, was preserved in brill* and there 
were often, smoked hams hung from, the cel­ 
lar rafters. . , .

NEW YORK (AP) — Alíred 
P. Sloan Jr ., the administrative 
genius who guided General Mo­ 
tors Corp. through the Depres­ 
sion and helped make it the 
world’s

enterprise, died Thursday of a 
heart attack. He was 90, 
He died at the hospital hear­ 
ing his family name — Memori­ 
al Sloan-Kettering Cancer Cen­ 
ter — shortly after 2:30 p.m.

At 220, Ferguson’s a Full-Grown Pro

(Mercury Sports Editor I 
WHEN DAN FERGUSON was earning letters in 
three sports at Spring-Ford High school, nobody fig­ 
ured he’d become a professional footballer. 
In fact, at least one of his coaches— Bob McNelly, 
who also is the athletic director—felt that his leanings 
were more toward baseball. 
“ But.” added the Rams’ baseball coach, “ I guess 
he gave that up when the football started to come 
along so good." 
Ferguson became Spring-Ford’s first pro foot­ 
baller (“ I hope he stays with it”— McNelly) early this 
week, when he signed a contract with the Toronto 
Rifles, a brand-new Continental league entry. 
TTiere are whispers (as there generally are) that 
he turned down an offer from the Phillv Bulldogs (of 
the same Continental league), and McNelly opines that 
“ that Canadian offer must’ve been pretty good.” 
Of course, Ferguson isn’t talking. 
RAMS’ BRIGHTEST FOOTBALL 
BASEBALL NOTWITHSTANDING, however, Fer­ 
guson was one of those players who helped to write 
Spring-Ford’s brightest football stories, and “ really 
worked,” in McNelly’s words, to build himself up to 
professional size. 
A rangy 188-pounder w h e n he entered West 
Chester State college, Ferguson weighed 220 pounds 
at the close of last season. “ And,” as McNelly says, 
“ there’s a lot of muscle there. He’s a full-grown pro­ 
fessional.” 
An entire Summer of training with weights get 
most of the credit, along with some natural growth. 
“And he has a wonderful pair of hands,” says his 
coach at West Chester, Bob Mitten. 
As to his other physical capabilities, there is at 
least one set of Pottstown High footballers who will 
recall his speed, and elusiveness in the open field (in 
1960, his final season, he was used as a kickoff and 
punt return specialist, as well as an offensive end and 
— if memory serves — plaved in the defensive back- 
field. 
THOUGHT HE’D LAND IN NFL 
NEEDLESS TO SAY, there were Ferguson sup­ 
porters who were certain that he would become the 
first Ches-Mont leaguer to land in the National Foot­ 
ball league, and McNelly agrees, up to a point. 
True, National league scouts were reputed to be 
hanging around West Chester during the past season, 
and even though he wasn’t drafted, it was felt that he 
still might be signed, by an NL team, as a free agent. 
“ I believe he would’ve, if Bonder (Dr, James 
Bonder, the West Chester coach until he suffered a 
heart attack and died on the field during a game! had 
lived,” says McNelly. noting that one recent West 
Chester alumnus — one Tony DiMidio— was signed 
by the New' York Giants, and stayed on the team de­ 
spite a disabling knee injury. 
“ He (Bonder) had a lot of connections,” McNelly 
continued. 
And who could blame McNelly if he secretly har­ 
bors the notion that Ferguson is a better prospect 
than DiMidio, a tackle? 
BASEBA LL COACH FIRST 
McNELLY IS STILL, however, first and foremost 
a baseball coach, and he recalls with much pride the 
fact that Ferguson also played baseball during his 
early years at West Chester. 
“ And he was hitting the ball pretty good, too,” 
he adds. 
His football coach at Spring-Ford, Norm Reichen- 
bach, rates him in the same class with Tom Mitchell, 
the Little All-American end from Bucknell and Ply­ 
mouth-Whi tern arsh. 
“ He really worked last Summer,” Reichenbach 
echoed. “ He ran, he lifted weights, and worked out 
the whole Summer.” 
There have been other Spring-Ford athletes who 
signed professional contracts, notably one Bob Quinn, 
and most recently Roger Bearde. Both, however, were 
baseball players. 
So was Ferguson. He played shortstop, left field, 
eenterfield, and even took a turn on the pitching 
mound. 
He should do well in Canada, but here’s a wish 
for luck, anyway.
